Atomic Energy Once Released 


Annihilate or Enrich 
Mankind

WILLIAMSTOWN, Maes., Aug. 21. 
—Chemists, In their search for a 
means of releasing the energy of 
atoms and other radio active sub- 
stances, are leading toward either 
eatastrophic destruction or unlim- 
ited riches for the world, speakers 


asserted at the institute of politics 
Tuesday. 
Dr. Umberto Pomillon, Italian 


chemist, predicted that the secret of 
wresting energy from atoms would 
be discovered within the next 26 
years, and declared that the certain 
progress of science toward releasing 
and harnessing radio ' active sub- 
stances points toward either de- 
struction or’ unlimited riches. 

In his discussion of radio active 
substances and the giant energy 
they contained, Dr. Pomilion point- 
ed out thut two tons of uranium 
have enough stored energy to light 
New York city for an entire year. 
The magic formula of utilizing this 
energy is being sought by chemists 
who ere convinced that the goal is 
not impossible of attainment, he 
said. 

Dr. Pomilion asserted that the 
ancient alchemist dream of con- 
verting base metals into gold would 
fn time be realized by modern chem- 
fists, but that the process of this con- 
version would have no commercial 
value in the production of gold be- 
cause of the high cost of the trans- 


mutation.

heads having filled out splendidly 
and all crops benefitted, especially 
later grains, 


“There are still a few bad districts 
with small yields ferecast, but they 
are largely in the minority and are 
more than offset by bumper yields 
in other areas. The province as a 
whole promises @ crop well above 
| the average. Bo far as Manitoba and 
| Alberta are concerned, theh crops in 
these two provinces have more than 
held their own during the past three 


weeks, 
Heavy tn North 

“The wheat crop in the three pro- 
vinces may be said to have been 
made, with the possible excefition of 
northwestern Alberta, where ‘lhe 
crops are very heavy and where a 
few days more are required to 
mature them. Considerable cutting 
has been done in Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta, but little 
threshing and meantime harvesting 
operations are more or less tied up 
as the result of rains in the Inst few 
days. All that ts required is the re- 
turn to warmer and drier conditions 
and field work will be gegneral on 
Monday from the eastern boundary 
of Manitoba to the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 


“Not a aingle complaint was made 
of too much rain, although practical- 
ly all of the 303 correspoudents 
heard from admit that harvesting 
has been generally slowed up. Dam- 
age from hail and frost has been 
| very slight since our last report and 
has-been confined to a few districts. 
Labor is mostly satisfactory in re- 
gard to supply for field work, but 
more help will be needed when 
threshing becomes general.” 

With reference to coarso grains, 
{the report says that while barley is 
| generally considered a good crop, 
oats, flax and rye appear very un- 
|even and patchy and are “not more 
than a fair crep at the best.” The 
season is reported generally to have 
been favorable to corn.
